Note and Comment 


The trouble over the public 
works commissioners is no nearer 
solution, Ald. Mays and Boyle 
on Wednesday night repeated their 


lanotion to ask for his resignation 


and it was defeated on the double 
vote of acting mayor Bellamy 
They were supported by Ald. Latta 
and opposed by Ald. Smith and 
Picard, “Ihree members of the 
council were absent, Mayor May, 
Ald. Griesbach and Ald. Manson. 
Whether the matter will be taken 
up again on their return or not is 
difficult to say. Whatever happeus, 
the outlook for the extensive pub- 
lic works which the city should 
carry on during the coming season 
is a poor one. If a new official is 
eventually appointed, much time 
will be lost before he can get to 
work. If Mr. Hargreaves is re- 
tained, it is extremelyjunlikely that 
the ratepayers will pass any bylaws 
founded on his recommendations, 
For mouths there has been a wide- 
spread lack of confidence in his 
ability and the great majority of 
ratepayers looked to the present 
council to make a speedy change 
which would safeguard their inter- 


ests. ‘The Journal, in defence of 
Mr. Hafgreaves, contends that 


there is too much work in comnec- 
tion with the post for one man to 
do. ‘Mhis is possibly the case.@ But 
Mr. Hargreaves accepted the com- 
missionership with all the duties 
that were attached to it, and having 
done so cannot fairly complain if he 
is held responsible for the way in 
which those duties are performed. 
Our contemporary refers to ‘‘the 
princely salary of two thousand 
dollars’’ which the commissioner 
is paid, We quite agree that this 
is too small a stim and hold that 
the man that Edmonton at this 
stage of its growth needs in that 
position cannot be found to work 
for such a remuneration... The 
civic representatives, who appoint- 
ed Mr. Hargreaves to take over all 
the duties prescribed for him at the 
annual salary of $2000 a year, 
should have known this. But be- 
cause they made a mistake, we can- 


not see why the city should contin,

ue to suffer as a result. 
journalistic defence of Mr, Har- 
greaves inakes perfectly plain the 
salient fact of the situation—that 
the work of his department is not 
being satisfactorily carried on, But 
what are the Aldermen who voted 
for his retention doing to remedy 
matters? He asked for an assist- 
ant engineer on Wednesday night. 
Did they show any disposition to 
grant lis request? Do they pro- 
pose to allow matters to drift along 
in their present state? If they do, 
we have no hesitation in saying 
that they are not doing their duty 
by those who elected them. 

Mr. Hargreaves on Wednesday 
night brought down the final esti- 
mates on the work that was subject 
of a complaint to the council by 
Mr. Whiteman. ‘They show a 
balance in favor of the city of $400. 
None of the members of the oouncil 
asked to have them read, however, 
so it was evidently considered that 


that they had no bearing upon the 
matter which had been in dispute. 
It was in regard to the inaccuracy 
of the progress estimates that Mr. 
Whiteman complained and these 
were shown to be so far out as to 
be absolutely useless. 

Ald. J. R. Boyle resigned from 
the council at its last meeting, his 
duties in connection with the legis- 
lature, making this step imperative. 
Mr, Boyle has been a most capable 
civic representative and the council 
is much the poorer by his retire- 
ment, In his new sphere of activ- 
ity he should soon win a high and 
honored place, 

The Stratchcona Plaindealer, in 
referring to the article which ap- 
peared recently on this page = in 
regard to the hospital which it is 
proposed to erect across the river, 
say: 

“Yor years past both the Kdimonton 
hospitals have been crowded with patients 
a very large percentage of whom come 
from Strathcona and the district south of 
the river. Unless a new hospital is built 
in Strathcona this crowding is bound to 
increase and extensive building operation 
will be necessary greatly adding to the 
financial responsibilities of the Edmonton 
poeple, Strathcona people have never 
contributed very extensively toward the 
maintenance of the Kdmonto hospitals, 
beyond paying the regiar fees for service 
probably. because they are both incon- 
veniently situated for the accomodation 
of Strathcona patients and their medcal 
attendance. It is dificult to induce the 
poeple of one town or municipality to 
support by voluntary contribution the in- 
stitution of another. The people of 
Idmonton would be as slow to support 
a Strathcona hospital as those of Strat- 
licona are to support theirs,’ 


The motive underlying — the 
Strathcona project is clearly shown 
by the last two sentences. 

Though it is apparent that the 
interests of both municipalities 
would be better served by having 
one strong public institution, with 
all the equipment that is necessary 
to make it thoroughly efficient, 
than two weak ones, the people 
across the river as a matter of civic 
pride would prefer to have a hospi- 
ial of their own. Rather that sup- 
port an Hdmonton — institution, 
thes would forego all the advan- 
tages which would accrue from 
ving the first plan, Once a 
higMJevel bridge is constructed be- 
ween the two places, there is no 
reason why they should not be- 
come one municipality, and it 
would be the utmost folly to dupli- 
cate expenditure at the present 
stage except where it cannot pos- 
sibly be avoided. 

Several citizens have expressed 
themselves as unfavorable to the 
scheme for the addition of a deck 
for general traffic to the high level 
bridge which the C, P. R. intends 
to build across the river. Some 
think the money which the city 
would have to pay could be better 
expended on several low level 
bridges; others that the city 
should undertake the construction 
of a bridge of its own. ‘The Sat- 
urday News cannot agree with 
either. If we wish to have the 
country on the other side of the 
Saskatchewan tributary to dinon. 
ton we mttst have a bridge on the 
high level. ‘The steep and danger-

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ous hills that have now to. be tra- 
versed are an impediment to traffic 
which must be overcome if we are 
not to remain largely cut off from 
the rich territory which lies in 
that direction. As to the building 
of another bridge, it would be a 
very expensive undertaking, and 
if we can cooperate with the rail- 
way company, it would be ditinct- 
ly to our advantage. ‘The C.P.R. 
has stated that an extra outlay of 
$311,000 would be necessary for 
the construction of the deck for 
general traffic, but the city author- 
ities would do well not to accept 
these figures without having an 
expert report as to their correct- 
ness, 
large. Further than this it would 
not be fair for Hdmonton to bear the 
whole burden. The two govern- 
ments and the town of Strathcona 
should cooperate and there ought 
not to be much difficulty in) induc- 
ing them to bear their fair share. 
‘he opportunity is one of which 
we undoubtedly should take ad- 
vantage, 

It has been decided to hold the 
opening of the legislature in the 
rink, so that. practically everyone 
who wishes to witness this historic 
event may do so, People from all 
parts of the province are expected 
to be present. A guard of honor 
for the Lieutenant-Governor is be- 
ing organized by the mounted police 
authorities and the occasion will 
doubtless be one long to be— re- 
membered, ‘Ihe greatest interest 
is being displayed in the proceed- 
ings of the legislature, and the 
first session should see very much 
important legislation sarried

His many friends in Hd- 
monton would have been highly 
delighted if he had been returned. 
He took no part in the campaign, 
his business interests requiring his 


presence in this city while it) was 
on, 
Mr. Dubuc, who was declared 


elected in November, took proceed- 
ings before Justice Se ott last’ week 
to assert his claim to the seat, but 
it has been decided that the matter 
is one with which the legislature 
itself will have to deal, 


Representatives of the Board of 
‘Trade will wait on the council next 
week and ask for an inereased 
grant. Nothing unreasonable — is 
desired but it is felt that the Board 
is entitled to further civie aid. In 
Calgary a fund of $15,000 is being 
raised, of which the council is ask- 
ed to contribute $5,000, with which 
to conduct a publicity campaign, 
A publicity commissioner is to be 
brought from the east.

He had about 2,800 majority in 
the last election so there will doubt- 
less be a scramble for the Liberal 
nomination in his constituency.

A feature of the city charter 
being obtained by Medicine Hat, is 
the division of ratepayers into two 
classes to be known as ‘‘ electors ”’ 
and ‘‘burgesses.’’ An elector votes 
only in connection with municipal 
and school clections; the burgess 
has the same privileges and can 
also exercise his franchise in con- 
nection with money by-laws. An 
elector is simply a taxpayer, while 
the burgess is a property owner to 
the extent of $400 and upwards. 
The fact of the large property 
owner having a greater interest in 
money by-laws in proportion to the 
real estate he owns is recognized by 
the adoption of a sliding scale, 
whereby he is given one vote if he 
owns property valued at*from $400 
to $1000; two votes if he is worth 
from $1000 to $2000; three for 
$2000 to $5000, and four for up- 
wards of $9000, This applies only 
to the vote on money by-laws and 
not to elections.

The announcement that Galicians 
are to take up several townships 
to the west of Leduc has_ been 
greeted with disapproval in some 
quarters. ‘The fear is expressed 
that the foreign element will large- 
ly predominate in the settlement of 
the country. ‘This would be a 
misfortune, but these Galicians are 
playing a distinctly useful part in 
opening, it up. ‘They enter upon 
land which requires a great deal of 
hard work before it can be made of 
any value, and which would be 
passed over altogether by others, 
This is the character of the town- 
ships that they will take up out 
fron Leduc. For rough pioneer 
labor there are no better people to 
be found anywhere, and none who 
more quickly assimilate with the 
rest of the population. It is aston- 
ishing what changes are wrought 
in them after a few years of contact 
with Iinglish-speaking neighbors. 
There are plenty of Galician young 
men and women resident in dimon- 
ton, whom it is quite impossible to 
distinguish as such, though it is 
only five or six years since they 
came to town in their sheepskins. 


The Scottish Co-operative Whole- 
sale Society proposes to purchase a 
large tract of land in the Canadian 
North-West and colonize it from 
Scotland. Every encouragement 
should be given to its efforts, The 
emigrants from Scotland were the 
backbone of the population of the 
older provinces, and the young 
sons of Caledonia who came to this 
great lone land as Hudson’s Bay 
Company employees were a stal- 
wart race to whom western Canada 
owes much, 


J. K. McInnis was found guilty 
of criminal libel at Regina in con- 
nection with the charges made 
against Hon. Walter Scott, a 
nominal fine of $100 being imposed 
upon him, Mr. MeInnis is entitled 
to no sympathy whatever in con- 
nection with the decision.

The Municipal Convention. 
Straits Settlement Coins on the 
Collection Plates. 


Calgary, March 8th. 


The municipal convention in session 
here this week has been a notable one in 
more than one respect, In the first place 
no representative of the temporary capi- 
ital of:the province was present, astrange 
fact. ‘There seems to have been some 
serious mislinderstanding. Delegates from 
most of the other municipalities were 
present. Mayor Kimerson of Calgary 
acted as chairman, Premier Rutherford 
in a comprehensive address outlined the 
government’s policy in reference to muni- 
cipal institutions. He intimated that it 
was the intention of the government to 
go in for thorough-going municipal 
reform. By a unanimous vote the dele- 
yates declared in favor of government 
ownership of long distance telephone 
lines. 

The premier has had a busy week of it. 
His visit to Calgary on this occasion was 
strictly in his capdcity as minister of 
education and he has made a thorough 
inspection of the different schools. 

The decision of the merchants not to 
accept any more Straits settlement money, 
led to some difficulties for the church 
treasurers last Sunday.  Iéverywhere it 
is being refused in the stores and so found 
its way to the collection plates. At four 
of the churches over $17 in all of the 
tabooed com was taken in, On Sunday 
morning Rev, Mr. Kirby intimated 
that it was not desirable, but nevertheless 
$9 of it was contributed. Knox church 
was the luckiest, only 50 cents being 
found there, 

Though the council has decided that it 
cannot undertake just now to make up 
the $15,000 required for the publicity 
ie ptt the Board of ‘Trade will ge 
ceed with it, the members being confident 
that they can induce the council to vote 
the required appropriation later on, — It 
is proposed to secure John ‘T, Hall of 
Hamilton (as Publicity Commissioner, 
‘Two or three publicity agents will work 
under him at different points along the 
G.P.R, and a publicity building will be 
erected near the C.P.R. station. 

A distressing tragedy occurred during 
the past week.  Joeeph Edison, well 
known throughout Western Canada, was 
found dead in a room at the Alberta 
hotel, having taken an overdose of 
chloral, He was formerly a rancher on 
the Elbow, but has for the last eight 
years been manager of the Buffalo Lake 
lrading Co. 60 miles east of Lacombe. 

Suspicion is rife in Rossland that J. S. 
Ingram, former chief of police of Calgary, 
who was killed in an explosion in Centre 
Star mine was the victim of an infernal 
machine in the hands of a striker, Mr 
Ingram had been very active in his pro- 
tection of non-union men, 

Anecho of the Cashel case was heard 
on Tuesday when Messrs. Heald, Wuddy 
and Councl! took proceedings before 
Justice Harvey for recovery of $1000 
reward, Col. Sanders signed cirulars 
intimating that the department jad 
offered the reward and he was made the 
defendant. He was able to show that the 
arrest had been made by Corporal Rogers 
and Constable Biggs and that the reward 
was for the return of the escaped prisoner 
toa R.N.W.M.P. barracks, so the court 
gave judgment against the plaintiff, 

Soniski, an Austrian, convicted of the 
theft of 850 and under sentence of three 
years to penitentiary, made his escape 
from the pone barracks Sunday tmorn- 
ing. While the prisoners were out in the 
jal yard, he hid himself under a closet 
and later scaled the wall,
